THE HIGH CONSTABLE. 


A Jndge Explain* What the New Official 


1m Expected to Do-Will Not Be a 
Peace Officer. 


The law provides for an election of a high 


constable in all boroughs, in addition to 
regular constables, or peace ofiiceis. 
There 


has been much doubt as to (he dulies of this 
official, but Judge Henry White, of Indiana 
county, has just handed down an opinion 
which is of value in every .part of the state, 
as it explains very clearly the duties of the 
official. 
It follows: 


'•The general conslable or 'ward con- 


slable,' has the general powers^of conslable 
or a peace officer. 
He is in some respects 


under and subject to the contrpl of the court. 
After his election and before he takes upon 
himself his duties,"he must give his security 
or bail to be approved by Court; he must 
make quarterly returns to the court under 
oith, and the court must take notice of this 
return, as it is .equivalent to an oath on 
charge before a magistrate. He can also 
make arrests for breach of tho peace and on 
reasonable cause for the suspicion of crime. 
By numerous laws, lie must make returns 
of tippling houses, or, as we now call them, 
'speak-onaios;' must see that index boards 
are up; report the condition of the roads ; 
also wagers on elections, and many other 
matters of a criminal nature. 


''Then he must execute the warrants and 


processes from the justices of the peace. 
These ward constables, then, while elected 
in the wards, yet are not entirely local of- 
ficers, for they can serve processes outside 
the ward and any place in the county, and 
their fees or compensation are fixed by the 
law and acts of assembly. From this gen- 
eral indication of the duties and authority 
of what is 'ward constable' may be learned 
the nature of his oflice. 


"The high constable is only a local of- 


ficer. 
He is striclly only the ministerial 


officer of the burgess and town council. He 
;ives his bond to them and they, by or- 
dinance, fix his salary or compensation, 
ftc serves the notices of (he council and 
executes all their orders and ordinances. 
He gives notice of borough elections and is 
specially the executive officer of the council. 
I'o.execute the orders and ordinances of the 
jorough he has the power and authority of 
,he general constable. In vulgar parlance 
and out of some disrespect he has been called 
hog constable.' 
This, because he mu&t 


remove nuisances, such as dead hogs, or 
oilier offensive matter about the borough. 


"Unlike the general constable, he cannot 


>e compelled to execute the processes of the 
ustices of tho pence. The legislature in 
1878, when providing for the divisions of 
boroughs into wards, required the election 
of a high conslable by the vote of all wards. 
Phis has not been changed. 


"While the duties of a high constable in 


the borough as the officer of the council are 
tnportant, yet, we, conceive, the ward con- 
stables could have been utilized for the 
mrpose; if not, llie chief of the police could. 
Without any disrespect to any high con- 
stable, we think it ia an unnecessary office' 


nd its existence is often confusing."

The Fish Commissioners of Pennsylvania 


und New Jersey have instructed their war- 
lens that parties will be permitted to fish 
for carp with nets in tide water at any 
reason of the year.

close of the shad season on June 
15th. 


Stop nets or dock nets may be used, for 
Batching carp only, inside of low water 
mark, provided that the meshes of such nets 
hall not be less than three and one-half 
nches, (3J inches).

ended to permit as free capture of carp as 
s consistent with proper protection to the 
'oung shad, and it is to the interest of all 
ishermen to see that its provisions are 
itrictly enforced.

Smoke Pathfinders. 


(Brlltol Water Supply. 


To the Editor of the GAZETTE : 


Newspaper controversy merely for the 


purpose of ventilating one's knowledge, oj, 
the lack the'reof, is iinprofitnfile and not 
desirable. There are, however, occasions 
when it seems needful, for the sake of rous- 
ing people to the importance of faking ac- 
tion to remedy evil conditions, either politi- 
cal, social or sanitary, and the absolute 
necessity of doing something to bring about 
a change in the character of the water sup- 
ply of Bristol is the writer's only apology 
for so frequently appearing in tlie public 
prints. The little account of a late visit to 
Bordentown has brought out in last week's 
Observer what looks like an inspired article 
defending the inaction of the Water Com- 
pany and endeavoring to give sundry reas- 
ons for the do-nothing policy of that cor- 
poration, some of which are ridiculously 
weak, and others are of at least doubtful 
validity. 
After 
considerable 
preamble 


about the earnest efforts of the company to 
improve the supply the article says: ''The 
filtering plant in use at Bordentown would 
be out of the question here, because of the 
increased quantity pumped here, which is 
almost seven times w.hut is used at -Borden-'i 
town." This is as lame an apology 
for* 


existing conditions as was ever put upon 
paper. And what follows is almost child- 
ish : "The supply for fire purposes would 
be greatly depreciated and the present plant 
rendered entirely useless with such a filter- 
ing process as Bordontown uses." 
We are 


left in ignorance whether this dire result 
would be a necessary consequence of having 
clean water pumped into the standpipe. Of 
course, if the present plant is only adapted 
for supplying dirty water, or if mud and 
other impurities help to put out fires, then 
maybe filters would not serve our purposes. 
The writer of the piece forgets, or probably 
does not know, chat towns and cities pump- 
ing eight to tenfold more water per diem 
than Bristol ever did, use filters and report 
them a success every way. 
The article 


recommends that the Water Company go 
into the cheap filter business. 
"There are 


cheap filters sold which clear tlie waler 
much better than the system recommended 
by Mr. Maule," (an assertion that is open 
ruj giavc uouui at least), "and it would he 
cheaper for the company to supply these in 
individual filtering arrangements thnn to 
undertake to filter the general supply," 
which nobody can dispute. 
There is un- 


fortunately another quality, not especially 
pleasant, associated with cheapness, and 
applied to individual hydrants, this "cheap" 
remedy would, in ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred, be worse than the evil. 
And 


then the idea of a corporation, paying ten 
per cent annually, saving in such a picayune 
fashion should be resented as almost an in- 
sult. 
The last paragraph deals with the 


engineering features, of 
correcting the 


grevious error of the builders of the works, 
and gives, somebody's personal opinion that 
the intake cannot possibly be carried any 
farther out into the river. 
No one, at least 


disinterested person, now fails to see 


that the works are in almost the worst' 
place they could possibly have been located 
m, and it is also plainly_-eiidfint that., un--. 
less forced to make a change, the present 
company do not intend to either filter the 
water or make any effort to give the town 
anything better than the contaminated sup- 
ply we have been compelled to use. 


The people of Bristol may rest assured of 


two things: 
There are means by which 


they can provide themselves with pure pal- 
atable water at a cost not exceeding what is 
now exacted for the unclean, impure, fre- 
quently unpalatable water they now use. 
To accomplish this result will need patient, 
persisting, 
untiring effort. 
It must be 


united effort. 
No questions about what 


neighborhood a man lives in, or what inter- 
est does he represent, but, is he in favor of 
better water and will he help to get it? Let 
the citizens show they are determined to 
have a change, and there will be a change, 
and a change for the better.

Every penny expended 
for shaft houses, ore bins and machinery is 
properly chargeable, not to capital account, 
but to operating expenses, and the output 
of a successful gold mine must return to tlie 
investor such dividends as will repay not 
only an interest on his investment commen- 
surate with the risk, but also his capital as 
well, before the mining limit is reached, for 
there is a practical limit to the working of 
any lode which is not a question of profit 
and loss, but of mechanics. 
No machinery 


has yet been invented that will enable the 
miner to supply air, pump water and hoist 
ore beyond a depth of 5000 feet. 
While it 


is true that many mines, notwithstanding 
all the risks and the difficulties, return to 
the owner profits that are beyond the 
dreams of avarice, it is also true of mining 
fcn gcnsralj tjiat the money is made — and 
_16'st,'by operations in the stocks, as distin- 
guished from tho mines themselves. 
The 


average investor in mining stocks knows 
little and cares less about the actual opera- 
tions of mining 
He goes in just like the 


speculator in any other stocks, impelled by 
the speculative fever that burns in the en- 
tire human race, but because the transaction 
represents golo., he 
goes in with more 


avidity. 
It is, of course, impossible to fix 


figures absolutely, but the average capitali- 
zation of mining companies may be fairly 
placed at one and a half million shares of a 
nominal par value of oue dollar. 
The 


market value depends upon such a variety 
of conditions that it is difficult to give a 
clear idea of th'e subject briefly enough to 
avoid being tiresome to the reader. 
The 


chief factors are location and progress of 
development, and for purposes of illustra- 
tion, a^^tock thermometer might be con- 
structed, about as follows: 


Zero-;— Unpatented claims anywhere in 


fiqm three-quarters of a cent to a cent and 
a half a{share. 


F,ree^iiig^-Patented claims anywhere in 


the district, stock from one and a half to 
two and a half cents. 


Temperate — Patented claims in the pres- 


ent producing area, stock from three to five 
cents. 


Summer heat — The production of pay ore 


as shown by assay, stock Irom five to ten 
cents a share. 


Blood heat — Shipment of ore to the smelt- 


ers, stock from fifteen to fifty cents. 


Boiling point— Payment of 
dividends, 


stock from fifty cents to two dollars a share. 


An effort to give stability to the market 


has been mode by the exchanges in the list- 
ing of stocks, nothing being listed except such 
as represented patented claims, and can show 
such other conditions as are satisfactory to 
the listing committee. 
Notwithstanding 


his, however, the great bulk of the trading 


offer the greater opportunities for quick 
jrofit. 
Out 
of the immense number of 


companies only about seventy are listed 
stocks, and while many of these have 
doubled in value in six months, I have seen 
fifty or more cheap stocks double in value 
.n a month. 
Stock in a company just 


started and of the "zero" class will double 
up in a flash if pay ore is struck, while tlie 
low figures of the cheap stocks give every- 
body a chance to go in, and there is no mis- 
take that they go in. 
I do not suppose 


there are a. hundred adults, counting both 
men and women, in the town who are not 
operating in stocks. Everybody is in it and 
-he funny thing is that every fellow will 
tell you that the cheap stocks are purely 
speculative and it is best to le't them alone, 
and will follow up this advice by showing 
you a handful of these same cheap stocks 
hat he has bought himself. 


'Necessarily, the condition of affairs offers 


tli«-jirid«st-0pportunity for the floating of all 
iinds pf false schemes and it behooves any- 
one .who is coining here- as a stranger to 
teep''his eye teeth pretty sharp, if he in- 
tends, as many do, to take an active part in 
business. I am bound to say, however, 
that the fakes, as a rule, are put in opera- 
tion chiefly in the East, and the wildest of 
the wildcats of which I have any knowledge 
are eoSteru either in conception or opera- 
tion. ' The brokers here are getting numer- 
ous letters asking about certain companies 
loated in the East -and which are utterly 
unknown here, and the other day I saw a 
two-column advertisement in a New York 
paper of a Colorado mining company or- 
ganized in New York that set forth the 
most enticing allurements at ten dollars a 
share. A careful reading, however, dis- 
closed the fact that the company did not 
even claim to own anything in Colorado or 
anywhere else, and in another Eastern 
paper I notice the card of a broker in Den- 
ver who offers a guarantee that anything 
from fire dollars up, sent to him for invest- 
ment, will not be lost. 
People who go into 


such-palpable fakes as these can. scarcely be 
said to deserve pity. Without any manner 
of doubt the history of all gold booms will 
be repeated here in Colorado Springs. 
The 


majority of the five hundred brokers know 
nothing about their business. 
Everybody 


who can spare a couple of hours to go on 
change is a oroker, and with the avalanche 
of companies it is impossible for anyone to 
seep track of them all, while no amount of 
caution or experience can guard against a 
possible over issue of stock or can guaran- 
tee honesty of intention on the part of offi- 
cers. ' One of those facts that cannot be 
proved'is that there are companies in ex- 
istence1 owning property in good locations 
and with fair prospects of success, where 
promoters have no idea of doing any more 
development than is absolutely necessary to 
advance the'jlrice of the stock, when they 
will sell out and get their profits, leaving

snowing how affairs stand, and none of 
whom have interest enough at stake to un- 
dertake the work of reorganization.

actually paid in, and by refusing incorpora-

tion until it is shown that the company 
actually owns something, and by declining 
to allow companies organized in other states 
to operate. 
But it will be some years be- 


fore the legislature can be expected to do 
anything of the kind, because it is a "poor 
man's country" and any legislation obliging 
an aggregation of capital would bo looked 
upon as favoring the capitalist, and would 
be quickly resented at the polls. 
So the 


questions, why do not the legislators do this 
and why do the stock exchanges do that 1 
have the same answer as why do doctors 
give bread pills ? and why do lawyers take 
bad cases ? Simply because the patient and 
the client-demand it and are willing to pay 
for it. In short, simply because all tho 
world are not such high moral agents of tho 
first mould as you and I, good reader. You 
and I, of course, avoid getting into holes, 
because we are so wise, but the rest of man- 
kind, when they find themselves stuck, al- 
ways ask why did somebody else let them 
get in, like the correspondent whose re- 
markable inquiry I saw in the last issue of 
Talmadge's paper, The Christian Herald— 
:'Why does God let a Christian, woman be 
married to a man who loves drink and will 
not be reformed by her efforts ?" !! I

tensity. 
By covering the Crookes tubo with a 


glass boll jar the rays are, directed down- 
ward, tho reflection obtained practically 
focusing the rays nnd giving an instan- 
taneous photograph. 


Aluminium Mado Hard. 


A peculiar effect of the rays upon alu- 


minium was discovered tho other morning 
by Mr. EdiHon, whon on taking the eleo- 
trodoii out of a Oronkos tube which hail 
been used in experimenting it was discov- 
ered that some mysterious process had BO 
tempiired tho aluminium that it was al- 
most as hard to break as stool. 


Some interesting results were obtained 


by a photograph made of 80 different sub- 
stancos. 
A cardboard containing those 


specimens was placed between a Crooki'S 
tube and a sensitized plato at a distanoo 
of 17 Inchon, which is much farther from 
the light than the plate had boon plaooil 
In any of Edison's previous experiments. 


Additional Dlnoovery With the R»y». 
Tho scientific men at Trinity college, 


Hartford, arc enthusiastic ovor tho devel- 
opments made by them In Koentgou pho- 
toBrnnhy at tho college laboratory. Tho 
togrnphy at 
photographs taken tho other night ull show 
what is known In photography (is "hala- 
tion." This seems to indicate that tho 
cathode rays are reflected from tho back 
of tho plate bolder. This phenomenon, as 
far as known, was discovered by Professor 
Kobli, there having boon no account pub- 
lished of its prior discovery. 


"Halation" is a second photograph over- 


lapping tho first, tho overlapping part 
forming a fnlnt fringe something liko a 
hnlo. Professor Robb ami Dr. Wolff will 
continue their experiments nightly.

In these 
journeys nil oloplmut is ofton compelled to 
diHcoml hills aud mountain sides which 
arts almost precipitous. 
This is the way 


In which it is done: The elephant's first 
maneuver is to kneel down close to the do- 
ollvity. One fore log is then cautiously 
poised over tho edge aud a short way down 
tin) slope, and if he finds thoro is no good 
spat for a firm foothold he speedily forms 
one by stamping into the soil if it is moist 
or kicking out a footing if it is dry. When 
he is sure of a good foothold, the other 
fore leg is brought down in the same way. 
Then he performs the same work over 
again with his foot, bringing both fore legs 
a little in advance of the first foothold. 
Tills loaves good places all ready made for 
tho hind foot. Now, bracing himsolf up by 
his huge, strong fore legs, he draws his 
hind legs, first one and then tho other, 
carefully over the edge, where they occupy 
tho first places mmle by the fore foot. This 
•Is the way the huge animal proceeds all 
thi) way down, zigzag, kneeling ovary time 
with the two hind legs while ho makes 
footholds with his f oro feet. Thus the cen- 
ter of gravity is preserved and the huge 
beast prevented ftom toppling over on his 
nose.—Public Opinion. 


A Teashop In China. 


The too, shop is an important institution 


in China.'It serves as a news depot,where 
tho people gather to hear the news of the 
day; 
as a business house, where men buy 


and sell, and discuss tho commercial In- 
terests of the country, and as a place of 
pleasure and general resort.

JERRY'S FORTUNE. 


HE FOUND IT IN A TERRIBLE GALE 


OFF CAPE HATTERAS. 


The Secret Oat After Nearly Half a O,n- 


tnry—One Hundred and Seven Ponndu of 
Gold Bnrled on the Coaat of Maine—After 
Perilous Adventurer Jerry Is Rich. 


It requires a diplomatic UTO of language 


and a vast powor of persuasion to induce 
old Jerry Ilavun of Sullivan Forry to dis- 
close how ho wont to California in 1800, 
fulled to earn money, borrowed cash to 
take himsolf homo, and then made a for- 
tune whon within two days' journey of 
Now York. This is not because Jorry loves 
monoy overmuch—for ho spent noarly all 
he made before ho steadied down—hut for 
tho bettor reason tlmt he fenrs the original 
owners of his wealth may yet tarry this 
side of tho Rrnve iind como down east to 
claim their own. Therefore Jorry is wary 
whon approached on tho subject, and lia- 
ble to Hush and fly away long before any 
truth hooker gets within range. 


The old man is short, stout and florid, 


nis breath goes and comos in little gusts, 
like a fanning mill that 1ms lost evory 
other cog, and when excited his heart flut- 
ters Inside his ribs like a wild bird in a 
oago; but in spite of these physical defects 
and In spite of tho 71 yours that ho has seen 
born and buried, he works every day in 
the winter for $10 a week and collects tho 
rent on 14 summer cottages which he has 
put up since 1886. 
Residents who know 


him, 
and have known him for decades, 


say he IB worth $50,000, which sum is 
probably 50 per cent larger than his actual 
assets and noarly 100 per cent greater than 
the valuation Jorry can be. Induced to 
place on his real estate when assessors are 
around. Klch or poor, he never ceases to. 
lament the waste of tho fortune ho made 
coming homo from Panama, and nevor 
divulges how much property he owns to- 
day, lost he should be brought to account 
for the audacious speculation that first 
imido him rich. 


Though Jerry was not one of tho 1849 


"Argonauts," ho went to the Paoiflo coast 
early In 1850, taking all the monoy he had 
in tho world with him. First he went into 
tho mhies expecting to got in a week all 
tho gold ho could lug homo, and failing in 
this he washed sand in the San Jooquin 
valley until his money was all gone, when 
ho tried to hire out BO ho might at least 
earu his grub. With flour selling at $200 
a barrel and sugar $8 a pound ho could 
find nobody willing to board him for what 
ho could do, so, borrowing enough money 
from an acquaintance to pay his faro homo, 
ho started back for tho isthmus, with a 
poor opinion of California and a worse 
opinion of himself. Except that two or 
throe failures like himsolf tried to rob 
him and wore made sad whon they learned 
ho had nothing worth stealing, the homa- 
ward trip was as dull as a minority party's 
caucus, until tho steamer drifted into a 
hurricane off Cape Hatteras. Jerry, who 
has been to sea considerably since then 
aud has also acted as moderator in a meet- 
Ing of two warrina church factions—to 
say nothing of having once been chosen 
stakeholder in a sprinting match—Jorry 
says this was tho most tangled and intri- 
cate windstorm ho over passed through. 
Tho first thing tho sea did was to smash 
every boat on tho steamer, and then it be- 
gan to pound upon the hatches and oom- 
punlonway like the alarm at tho inner gate 
in a Good Templars' lodge. 
By this time 


the returning gold hnntors were thinking 
about the vanity of riches in general and 
tho groat weight ol coin in particular, and 
began to unbuoklo and throw away their 
wealth ladon bolts. While other passengers 
were dividing their time between profani- 
ty and prayor Jorry was recklessly collect- 
ing the treasures uf this earth which his 
oompnniotis hurled nt his foot, carrying 
them all to tho engineer, who chanced to 
bo n friend of lug, and was willing to di- 
vide tho not earnings of the venture. For 
86 hours tho sea danced to the fiddling of 
tho winds, aud tho passengers repaired 
their morals us best they could, and then 
tho sun onmo out just ns thfty wore off tho 
Jersey coast, allowing tho weary steamer 
to roach Now York in snfoty. 


Though nearly all tho passengers were 


studying tho chart of tho horoiifter, there 
were still a few who did not neglect the 
present, and among them were two or 
throe who had seen Jorry collecting the 
belts, and who came to him when danger 
had passed demanding their wealth.

old man says that what he told the com- 
plainants was not a lio, but he admits 
that it had a similar effect, nnd in spite of 
this assurance that ho did not have their 
gold they treated him so rudely and 
watched him so olosolythat he was fain to 
send to the Now York police for official 
escort through that city, a service they 
rendered for pay. In a little hotel down by 
Bowling Green Jerry and the engineer di- 
vided their gams, and found that enoh one 
had just 182 pounds of gold. 
On the boat 


en route for Boston Jerry was assailed by 
claimants for his wealth, so he had to pay 
heavily for protection. From Boston he 
sailed for the Penobscot river on a coaster, 
thinking it safer than to go by steamboat, 
and on arriving opposite Buoksport he 
was set ashore to find two men waiting at 
tho hotel to kidnap him.

After the war the shipping business de- 
clined so that ho could not make his prop- 
erty pay running expenses, and the panic 
of 1878 loft him with but a small fortune. 
If he had bought Bar Harbor real estate, 
ho would have boon a millionaire now. As 
it was, he purchased shore property to 
Sullivan, and now owns a small village. 


"I'll bet a plug of tobacco as good as 


you ever smoked," says Jerry, "that there 
ain't another man In the world who went 
to California and back in 18 weeks and 
made $20,000 while he was away." 


Those who hear tho offer never dispute 


him, hoping to hoar more about that peril- 
ous voyage from Hatteras to New York. 
It is needless to say that all strangers who 
Indulge in such hopes are sura to go away 
disappointed. Jerry Is modest as well as 
rich.—SuiJlvan Harbor (Mo.) Cor. New 
York Sun.

AFRICAN CLIMATE. 


On the Central Plateau It In Cool, and 


There la No Fear of Sunstroke. 


As for the climate, it is DO worse than 


that found elsewhere in tropic lands. The 
beat is not so groat as in India or as it is 
sometimes in New York in summer. For- 
tunately tho coast bolt on both sides of Af- 
rica, where the heat is greatest, and where 
the climate is most unhealthy, Is narrow. 
In four hours a railway train at ordinary 
speed would enable us to cross it and so 
avoid the debilitating temperature. As- 
oendlng tho sides of the coast range by the 
same means of conveyance, we should in 
two hours reach a rolling plain, which 
gradually rises in height from 2,600 to" 
0,600 feet above tho bea. Here the climate 
is sensibly cooler, and the white man can 
safely work six hours of the day in the 
open without fear of sunstroke, though he 
must not count on immunity from fever. 


In from 10 to 12 hours the traveler by 


train would moot another steep rise and 
would find himsolf from 6,000 to 8,000 
feet above tho sea on the broad central 
plateau of the continent, which varios 
from 600 to 1,000 miles across. It is in 
this section that the great lakes, snowy 
mountains and tallest hills aro found. 
Hero we have oold nights and a hot sun 
when the skies ara not clouded, though 
the air in the shrtdo is frequently cool 
enough for an 01 erooat, and it is on this 
immenso upland that the white man, 
when compelled by circumstances, may 
find a home. — Honry M. Stanley In Cen- 
tury. 


Renting Violin*. 


Violins are among musical instruments 


that ftfo rented. They are hired by visit- 
ors to tho city, by students and by profes- 
sional players. The visitor may be a pro- 
fessional player—he is more likely to be an 
amateur—perhaps from Europe or some 
other distant part of the world who has 
brought no instrument with him and now 
has occasion to play at the house of friends 
whom he is visiting.

The rent 


of a violin depends of course upon its val- 
ue. For t2.50 a month one gets an instru- 
ment valued at $50; for $15 a month, an 
Instrument valued at C600totl,000.—New 
York Sun.

In addition to his other achievements In 


the domain of chemistry, Dr. Deninger of 
Dresden is now reported to have prepared 
carbon monosnlphide, CS pure, for the 
first time, and finds that Instead of being, 
as described in the textbooks, an amor- 
phous red solid, It IB really a colorless gag. 
He prepared it by heating dry sulphide of 
sodium with chloroform, or, preferably, 
iodoform, In sealed tubes, to 180 degrees 
C., tbe gaseous products being made to 
bubble through aqueous caustic potash, 
which absorbed the sulphurated hydrogen, 
and 
tbe carbon monosulphide passed 


through unabsorbed. By acting upon car- 
bon dlsulphldo with sodium, in the pres- 
ence of some aniline, the new gas was also 
obtained. It Is colorless and easily con-? 
densable to a clear liquid, which evapo- 
rates rapidly and Is extremely explosive.— 
New York Sun,
